Major Everett C. Jones, Chief of 
the Quarterm aster Division has in 
operation a w ell coordinated pro­ 
ject which permits no article of 
clothing to be discarded if it can 
be reclaimed, and no pound of 
fat wasted which 
can become 
nitroglycerin. 


FOR AMMUNITION 


For the month of February 700 
pounds of cooking fat and 400 
pounds of trap greese were start­ 
ed on the way to active combat 
from Torney kitchens. 
During the same period, 2,153 
garments including woolen coats, 
field jackets, woolen shirts and 
trousers as well as blankets and 
lesser items were reclaimed and 
returned to station stocks with a 
approximate net saving og $5500. 
Fourteen thousand pounds of 
clothing and textiles which could 
not be repaired for use at Tor­ 
ney were shipped to Camp Haan, 
salvage outlet for Torney. 


MUCH SCRAP SAVED 


There they are sorted, recondi­ 
tioned if possible, and sent to men 
serving at out of the way sta­ 
tions or to prisoner of war camps. 
Those which cannot be reissued 
are disposed of through regular 
salvage channels at Camp Haan. 
In addition to 
clothing 
and 
textiles, 11,647 pounds of scrap 
were shipped from the salvage 
yard to Camp Haan. This includ­ 
ed 6,950 pounds of metal; 5,150 
pounds of cardboard, vegetable 
crates, egg cases, glass and bur­ 
lap.

Details On Desert 


Training Situation 


Women Are Needed

In Vital War Work 


Confirming reports of a great 
reduction in army activity in the 
desert area—reports which have 
been prevalent in rumor form 
for 
some 
time — Congressman 
John Phillips this week wrote 
The Desert Sun declaring that 
the camps in this area would be 
put on a standby basis. 


CAMP YOUNG FIRST 
Standby basis means they can 
be reopened at any time by the 
army or some other branch of the 
service. It seems impossible, that 
with the large number of casual­ 
ties expected by the War D epart­ 
ment, either hospital will remain 
closed long, even if Camp Young 
is never reopened. 
“Camp Young will go first,” 
Congressman Phillips wrote. “The 
hospitals at Beaumont and Ban­ 
ning 
will follow 
immediately. 
Some camps in Southern Califor­ 
nia are already closed. I think 
the newspapers of that area are 
entitled to have this information 
immediately, hence the notice.” 
“Camp Young will be kept in 
good condition until it is deter­ 
mined if there is future need for 
it, but I can not hold out any 
hope at this moment that we will 
see it in use again,” Congress­ 
man Phillips wrote. “It will af­ 
fect the whole Coachella Valley 
and Pass areas, but I suppose we 
must face the fact that this sort 
of thing is inevitable. As the war 
moves from East to West and as 
the number of men in the serv­ 
ice reaches the saturation point, 
the camps will one by one be 
closed, leaving only the perman­ 
ent establishments and the few 
others necessary for an enlarged 
army. There is a possibility that 
some 
establishments 
built 
for 
training purposes may be used by 
the Navy or Veterans’ Bureau.”

Congressmen get letters (many 
of them) criticising the compli­ 
cated nature of the income tax 
laws and the income tax forms. 
We agree with the letters. How­ 
ever, many of the letters ask us 
“why we don't change the laws 
and the forms?” This is the way 
such changes are made, under 
present procedures: (1) Tax laws 
are first proposed by the Treas­ 
ury D epartm ent tax experts, (2) 
hearings are then held by the 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, (3) tax experts representing 
the Treasury Department and the 
W ays and Means Committee then 
take the results of these extend­ 
ed hearings and try to prepare a 
tax law which will meet the con­ 
flicting desires and arguments, 
(4) a Tax Bill eventually gets to 
the floor of the House, (5) only 
Members of the Ways and Means 
Com mittee can offer amendments 
to such a bill when it is on the 
floor of the House, (6) when the 
bill passes the House it goes to 
the Senate, to the Senate Com­ 
m ittee on Finance, to the floor 
of the Senate, and eventually 
(usually 
w ith 
some 
changes) 
passes the Senate, (7) since the 
House and Senate are probably 
by that tim e in disagreement on 
some items, it goes to a Confer­ 
ence Committee, which eventual­ 
ly brings out a bill that may be 
agreed to by both Houses (8) it 


somewhat spectacular results. To 
encourage you, after reading the 
above, a simplified income tax 
law, and simplified forms, are 
now being worked upon by the 
Ways and Means Committee and 
are definitely assured. 
Who makes the laws; The Con­ 
gress or the bureaus?

From my viewpoint there is not 
much more to be said about the 
Coachella Valley County 
Water 
District. The only money ever ex. 
pended by that authority in direct 
return for our taxes was a topo­ 
graphic survey and estimate for 
flood protection just 
for 
our 
village. This was during depres­ 
sion years and the cost of 
the 
recommended plan was some $45,­ 
000.00 and broken down into in­ 
dividual costs it ranged 
from 
$20.00 to $90.00 per lot depending 
on the area. This was to be paid 
in cash and is independent of the 
one thousand dollars or more that 
we are paying 
every year for 
general maintenance of the chan­ 
nel system to Saltón Sea. 
It would appear to me that if 
the plan of the War Department 
is carried out after this war that 
we would be little short of saps 
to continue to remain in the dis­ 
trict if we can get out now. What 
I am afraid of is that if there 
appears much agitation on 
our 
part to get out, the directors will 
have the managing engineer come 
up and do some small and very 
inadequate work and thereby put 
us under obligation to go along 
with them. I haven’t forgotten 
how the local taxpayers, when 
paying far less but having to pay 


it in Coachella, would go into the 
office 
down 
there 
and figura­ 
tively or actually cuss the whole 
outfit because it was maintained 
the benefit was primarily for ag­ 
ricultural people while our vill­ 
age drew its living from 
other 
sources in which it would make 
but little difference to us if there 
wasn't a farm or ranch 
in the 
whole Coachella Velley.

Museum Notes 
By T. D. A. Cockerell

THE EVOLUTION OF BIRDS 
All birds have feathers, and in 
this they differ from all other 
animals. The feathers are really 
greatly modified scales, and in 
many of their structures the 
birds are similar to reptiles, so 
that zoologists believe they have 
reptilian ancestry. The mammals 
are also considered to have come 
from reptiles, but from a quite 
different group, so that we have 
to believe that the birds and 
mammals acquired the remark­ 
able character of warm blood in­ 
dependently. Birds lay eggs, while 
the mammals are viviparous, but 
in Australia there are very primi­ 
tive egg-laying mammals, the best 
known being the duck-bill. 
What actual evidence have we 
concerning the past history of 
birds? In the rocks of Bavaria, 
perhaps nearly a hundred million 
years old, there was found evi­ 
dence of bird life. The first dis­ 
covery was that of a feather, and 
this was given the n a m e 
Archaeopteryx, which means in 
Greek, the old or original thing 
with wings. Later, two wonder­ 
fully preserved skeletons were 
found; one is at present in Ger­ 
many, the other in the British 
museum. They represent two dif­ 
ferent species, but they agree in 
the most important character. 
The jaws had teeth, like those of 
a reptile; the tail was long, and 
covered with long feathers; the 
wings were feathered, and adapt­ 
ed for flight. 
In Kansas, fossil toothed birds, 
of much later date, and much 
more like modern birds, have 
been found. Thus we have some 
actual evidence concerning the 
past history of birds. 
A new exhibit in the museums 
consists of very clever models, 
made by Mr. S. Hinton, to show 
the presumed evolution of birds. 
They are of course, partly 
hypothetical, but partly, as indi­ 
cated above, based on real evi­ 
dence.

-assessment program in th e fol­ 
lowing statem ent: “V alues w hich 
have been used for assessm ent 
purposes during the past tw elve 
years are based on the m arket 
level of 1932 and no longer re­ 
flect a correct proportion of the 
value of the property. P resent day 
selling prices w ill not be used as 
an index, however, since it is 
neither practicable nor m echanic­ 
ally possible to revise values each 
year to keep pace with the rapid­ 
ly changing m ark et conditions. In 
placing values the assessor es­ 
tablishes his appraisals on data 
compiled from sales and costs 
analysis recorded over a period 
of several years, and a study of 
conditions prevailing over 
the 
past decade indicates the average 
m arket price of 1938-1940 to be a 
conservative basis on w hich to 
establish a new level of assessed 
values for the current year.
